it  desirable  to  report  or  on  which  the  Secretary  of  State  requires 
him  to  report. 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  also  a  duty  to  inform 


himself  as  far  as  practicable  respecting  all  matters  affecting  or 
likely  to  affect  the  public  health  in  the  district  for  which  he  is 
appointed  and  be  prepared  to  advise  the  local  authority  on  any  such 
matter.

REVACCINATION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN.  By  1971  vaccination  and  revaccination  of 
children  of  school  age  was  minimal  and  in  July  1971  the  practice,  as  a  routine, 
ceased  as  a  matter  of  policy.  In  previous  years  such  immunity  as  schoolchildren 
had  was  mainly  from  vaccinations  and  revacci nations  done  in  1962  when  smallpox 
was  in  the  country. 

) 

In  the  report  for  the  years  ending  1966  I  estimated  that  by  then  22$  of 
schoolchildren  had  some  immunity,  this  being  mainly  their  legacy  from  1962, 

By  December  1971  those  partially  immune  children  would  have  left  school  and  as 
only  46  revaccinations  were  recorded  in  the  years  1963-71  the  immunity  of  school- 
children  by  December  1971  would  have  been  negligible. 

(v)  VACCINATION  RATES  AND  THEIR  TRENDS 

Up  to  the  end  of  1961  most  infants  who  were  vaccinated  were  vaccinated  in 
the  first  year  of  life  but  in  1962  more  infants  than  in  former  years  were 
vaccinated  at  a  later  stage.  In  1963  the  second  year  of  life  was  advocated  as 
an  advantage  for  vaccination.  With  this  change  of  practice  the  County  as  seen 
above  ceased  to  record  vaccinations  at  ages  under  one  year  but  continued  to  record 
them  in  the  second  year  of  life.  Thus  up  to  1962  the  expedient  rate  was  the 
percentage  of  the  number  of  births  in  a  given  year  of  those  vaccinated  while  under 
one  year  of  age  in  that  year.  1963  represented  an  interim  period  in  which 

vaccinations  diminished  in  numbers  while  infants  reached  their  second  year  of 
life.  From  1964  onwards  the  expedient  rate  became  the  vaccinations  done  at 
age  12-23  months  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  infants  surviving  to  age  of  one 
year.  In  1968  greater  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  need  for  vaccination  to  be 
carried  out  by  or  with  the  knowledge  of  the  family  doctor  which  could  result  in 
delay  or  postponement.  From  1961  to  3.967  the  statistics  were  recorded  according 
to  age  in  years  at  time  of  vaccination.  This  is  not  a  precise  way  of  presentation.
